Infectious  and  Other  Notifiable  Diseases  - Tuberculosis  (respiratory)  0 males, 

0 females;  Scarlet  Fever  0 males,  0 females;  Measles  (excluding  Rubella) 

0 male,  4 females.  There  were  no  cases  of  Whoooing  Gough,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
Dysentery,  Acute  Poliomvlitis,  Dip+heria,  Meningococcal  Infection,  Acute 
Pneumonia,  Smallpox,  Acute  Encephalitis,  Enteris  or  Typhiod  Fever,  Paratyphoid 
Fevers,  Erysipelas,  Food  Poisoning,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Anthrax,  Chiclcenpox 
and  German  Measles. 

The  Toys  (safety)  Regulations  1967  - Administered  by  the  Radnorshire  County 
Council. 

The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations  1966  - No  action  needed. 

Mental  Health  Services  - Administered  by  the  Radnorshire  County  Council. 

Home  Health  Services  and  Old  People’s  Welfare  - Administered  by  the  Radnorshire 
County  Council.  Chiropody  - A fortnightly  service  is  given  to  persons  over 
sixty  years  old.  There  is  a Knighton  Old  People's  Welfare  Club. 

Water  Supply  - The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  the  imposition  of  restrictions  to 
consumption  was  not  necessary. 

No  chemical  analyses  were  made  by  the  local  authority.  The  water  has 
no  plumbo- sol vent  actions.  The  water  supply  is  now  controlled  by  the 
Radnorshire  and  North  Breconshire  Water  Board. 

621  houses  (population  1845)  were  supplied  direct  from  water  mains,  the 
remainder  26  houses  (population  78)  have  private  supplies. 

Sewer a go  - Analyst’s  reports  indicated  that  the  crude  sewerage  is  a little 
above  average  strength;  the  B.O.D.  of  the  treated  sewerage  is  borderline 
and  otherwise  satisfactory,  the  river  water-above  and  below  the  sewerage 
disposal  works  is  well  oxygenated  and  clean  in  quality. 
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The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  th£  district  are  reasonably 
adequate.  A contract  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  sewage  purification  reworks 
was  made  and  the  scheme  was  well  advanced.  Constant  efforts  to  maintain  a reasonable 
standard  of  purification,  including  the  use  of  alumino-ferric  and  alumino-sulphate 
to  improve  settlement  and  more  frequa.nt  de-cludging  were  msde  to  offset,  as  well 
as  could  be,  the  inevitable  disorganisation  of  the  existing  plant.  The  main 
outfall  sewer  was  kept  clear  of  silt.

ivestock  Market  - The  cleansing  arrangements  were  satifactory. 

Knacker's  Yard  - The  management  was  satifactory  from  the  public  health  aspect. 

There  was  no  fly  nuisance.  In  conjunction  with  the  Ri”er  Authority  some  inprovement 
to  the  disposal  of  sew-age^ affluent  was  made. 

Refuse  Removal  - Collection  and  incineration  were  carried  out  satis  fa  ctorily. 

The  whole  district,  including  the  outlying  parts,  is  covered  by  weekly  collections, 
two  weekly  collections  being  made  from  some  premises. 

Sports  and  Recreation  - Bryn-y-Castell  recreation  ground  provides  for  football 
and  cricket  and  there  are  public  tennis  courts,  a public  bowling  green  and  a 
children's  recreation  ground. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants  - 4 discretionary  and  0 standard  building  grants  were 
made. 


Shops  - The  shop  referred  tc  in  my  1966  report  as  being  without  proper  standards 
was  closed. 

The  Offices.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  - The  number  of  registered  premises 
at  the  end  of  the  year  were  11  offices,  21  retail  shops  and  3 catering  establishments 
open  to  the  public  and  canteens,  together  employing  60  males  and  88  females.  The 
registered  premises  received  67  inspections.  No  failures  to  co^py  with  the  Act  were 
noted . 

Schools  — No  change. 

The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  1963  - There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation 
plants  in  the  district.  No  sample  of  liquid  egg  was  submitted  to  the  Alpha-. Anylas e 
test. 

Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  hto.)  Regulations.  1969  — No  action  necessary.  One 
premises  was  registered. 

Meat  Inspection  - No  slaughterhouses;  meat  inspection  at  bu+chersr  shops  carried 
out.  Refrigerators  properly  maintained  and  used. 

Rodent  Control  - Service  unchanged.  No  statutory  notices  were  required. 

Measures  continue  to  be  effective. 

Transport  - The  situation  remains  unsat isfa-ctory. 

Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  - A site  for  dumping  was  selected  and  negotiations  for  its 
purchase  were  underway. 
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Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  - All  possible  precautions  for  disinfection  of  the  livestock 
market  and  at  other  points  were  taken. 

Industrial  Development  - The  Government  financed  Trousers  Factory  in  Knighton  was 
enlarged  to  more  then  double  its  original  size. 

Car  Parks  - The  council’s  two  car*  parks  provide  ample  accommodation. 

Road  Safety  - The  Radnorshire  County  Council  were  asked  to  consider  restricted  waiting 
in  Wylcwm  Street.  Guard  rails  were  erected  in  Ffrydd  Road  and  Rookery  Lane.  The 
whole  of  Norton  Street  pavements  an^  carriagway  were  relaid.  A section  of  Garth  Lane 
was  widened  to  improve  visibility.. 

Street  Lighting  - Several  additional  points  were  provided  in  various  parts  of  the 
town. 

Dangerous  Structures  - Three  dangerous  walls  and  5 structures  were  satisfactorily 
repaired  or  renewed. 

New  Dwellings  - The  Council's  scheme  for  20  flatlets  for  the  elderly  and  2 Council 
houses,  was  completed. 

The  Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951  - There  is  no  registered 
premises  to  which  this  Act  and  the  1965  Regulations  relate,  the  only  activities 
being  the  remaking  or  reconditioning  of  upholster'/. 

Poultry  Inspection  - There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  district. 
Poultry  is  sold  from  6 shops. 

The  Construction  (Health  and  Welfare)  Regulations.  1966  - No  action  was  required. 

Hospital  - The  hospital  is  administered  by  the  Brecon  and  Radnor  Hospital  Management 
Committee  of  the  Welsh  Hospital  Board.  The  Ministry  of  Health  decided  to  close  the 
Knighton  Hospital  and  to  transfer  patients  to  a new  unit  to  be  built  at  Llandrindod 
Wells  Hospital. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  - None. 

Litter  - The  litter  bins  placed  in  various  parts  of  the  town  were  well  used. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  - No  change. 

Nuisances  - Steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  pigeon  nuisance  at  Knighton.  A 
flea  inspection  was  dealt  with  at  one  dwelling. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act.  1928  - Premises  licensed  to  sell  petrol  were  found 
to  comply  to  the  conditions  of  licence.  One  new  licence  was  issued. 

Public  Cohveniences  -Non-writing  surfaces  were  applied  to  three  conveniences  and 
new  floors  at  two  conveniences.  There  were  also  some  renewal  and  improvement  to 
sanitary  appliances. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960  - The  food  premises  subject  to  these 
regulations  comprise  of  9 canteens  and  snack  bars,  1 club,  1 hospital,  4 butchers’ 
shops,  20  other  shops,  2 hotels  and  7 licensed  premises.  All  these  44  premises 
comply  \>rith  regulation  16  which  requires  wash-hand  b°sins  to  be  provided. 

Regulation  19,  which  requires  facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment,  apply  to 
all  these  44  premises  which  are  fitted  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 
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Demolition  and  Closing  nrders  - 'one  made.
